Water  Supplies . 


A  chlorinated  mains  supply  is  available  throughout  the 
District,  but  private  supplies  are  still  in  use  in  parts  of 
Birdsall,  Burythorpe,  Howsham  and  Scampston  parishes. 

The  Burythorpe  private  supply  is  not  adequate  in  the 
higher  part  of  the  village. 

94  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 

87  from  the  public  supply  and  7  from  private  supplies,  with  the 
following  results:

Sewerage. 

During  the  year,  new  sewerage  systems  and  sewage  disposal 
works  were  completed  at  hast  Heslerton  and  Burythorpe  bringing  the 
number  of  villages  now  served  by  modern  disposal  works  up  to  ten. 
All  new  works  are  designed  to  allow  for  a  substantial  increase 
in  the  number  of  houses  that  may  be  drained  thereto,  and  although 
the  primary  aim  in  providing  modern  systems  is  to  permit  the 
installation  of  modern  amenities  in  houses  at  present  lacking 
them,  and  also  to  abate  nuisances  caused  by  unsatisfactory 
methods  of  drainage  disposal.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will 
eventually  help  to  attract  new  building  to  the  villages  concerned. 

In  addition,  there  are  small  disposal  works  to  serve  Council 
Estates  at 

West  Lutton  26  houses  and  school 

Settrington  14  houses 

West  Heslerton  8  houses. 

Progress  on  other  schemes  in  course  of  j reparation  is  as 
follows 
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Scagglethorix.  and  Settrington . 


The  Contract  has  been  let  for  a  sewerage  scheme  and  providing 
for  pumphouses  in  each  village  to  lift  sewage  to  new  works  midway 
between  the  two  villages,  and  it  is  expected  that  work  will  commence 
early  in  1963. 

Ganton 

Detail  plans  have  been  prepared  for  a  new  sewerage  system, 
and  sewage  disposal  works  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £16,000. 

Thixendale 

Unfortunately,  there  has  been  no  progress, : and,  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  an  appeal  was  lodged  against  the  East  Riding  County 
Council's  refusal  to  issue  planning  consent  to  a  scheme  designed  to 
serve  only  that  part  of  the  village  not  adequately  served  by  septic 
tanks. 

Refuse  Collection 

The  first  full  year  of  the  fortnightly  collection  service 
was  completed,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  whilst,  for  the 
first  month  or  two,  the  volume  of  refuse  per  collection  tended  to 
be  lighter  than  under  the  former  monthly  collection,  the  position 
soon  changed,  and  we  are  now  collecting  twice  as  much  as  previously. 

This  could,  of  course,  present  a  problem  where  tipping  space 
is  limited  or  hard  to  find,  and  I  feel  that  the  time  will  come  when 
the  advantages  of  using  a  tip  jointly  with  other  authorities  will 
have  to  be  considered. 

During  the  year,  your  new  Garage/depot  was  built  at 
Rillington,  and  your  refuse  vehicle  is  now  garaged  there  instead 
of  at  Sherburn. 


Housing 

Twenty-three  new  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year,  as 
against  ten  during  1961.

Good  progress  was  made  in  dealing  with  houses  deemed  to  be 
unfit,  and  as  a  result  of  notices  under  Section  16,  Demolition 
Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  twenty-one  houses,  and  Closing 
Orders  were  placed  on  three. 

A  disquieting  aspect  of  the  general  housing  position  in 
the  District  concerns  the  houses,  fortunately  few  in  number,  which 
were  included  in  Clearance  Areas  more  than  20  years  ago,  and  which 
are  still  occupied.  The  continued  occupation  of  even  only  one 
house  in  an  area  often  delays  demolition  of  the  remainder,  with  a 
result  that  the  empty  houses  decay  and  become  generally  dilapidated, 
and  they  cannot  fail  to  present  the  village  in  a  less  attractive 
light.
